Antioch High School students will 
again be covered by accident insur- 
ance this year, according to Prin- 
cipal Albert Dittman. 
'.The accident insurance program is 
voluntary and the students who 
choose to be insured are protected 
while engaged in regularly super- 
vised school activities. In addition, 
accidents occurrin/g on school or pri- 
vate conveyances are covered; pro- 
vided such vehicle is driven by an 
adult and occur within the period 
reasonably required to go to and 
from school. 

Athletes are given special protec- 
tion. ; by -additional coverage. The 
athletic phase of the insurance pro- 
gram is paid for from the Athletic 
Fund. 

"^XbwXost Program 

The regular, student premium is 
paid by the student on the opening 
day of school. The premium is 
added to the registration fees. 

Dittman said that the plan is a 
low cost accident insurance pro- 
gram, not intended to give complete 
coverage. Sometimes . accidents of 
a serious nature occur. In these 
cases the expense submitted by the 
doctor or hospital may exceed ihe 
indemnity allowed by the insurance 
company. When this is the case the 
school does not assume the remain- 
der of the expense. 

The school has no legal obligation' 
im case of accident; However, the 
school district and the school board 
feel that some student accident cov- 
erage should be made available if 
the student wishes to pay the prem- 
ium. 

A complete description, of the in- 
surance program, has been given to 
all parents of boys participating in 
football. The non-athletic pupils 
will be givent information . when 
school opens September 4 and will 
be urged to take the material home. 
Parents are encouraged to read the 
information carefully to gain a bet- 
ter knowledge of the insurance pro- 
gram. : .

That has long been the policy of the meat indus- 
try. And fashions in meat have changed just as have 
fashions un* dress or anything else. 

Back near the. turn of the century, for example, 
the fashion, in meat called for a liberal covering of fat 
to meet the requirements of people who did much 
more manual and outdoor work than their descendants 
of today, do.' 

Now customers want a minimum of fat— and the 
meat industry bows to their wishes. Pork is a good 
case in point; During the first half of this year the 
number of hogs which went to market increased about 
16 per cent over a year ago — but pork volume was only 
about 13 per cent higher. This indicates, according to 
the American Meat Institute, that the industry has an 
increasing recognition of consumer preference in sup- 
plying the leaner type of meat The industry gener- 
ally has adopted a closer trim for pork — which means 
that it takes mprehogs.onthe hoof to produce a given 
poundage of pork cuts ready for the stove. 

Along with this -advance, hog producers, agricultural 
colleges and others have developed an increasing in- 
terest in meat-type hogs. Last year these came to 
nearly 20 per. cent of the market supply — about double 
the 1954 proportion. The upward trend is continu- 
ing this year.

plies, although fresh pork items hold 
at last week's levels. Lamb is 
steady, veal offers spot values, and 
poultry products continue to im- 
prove at relative values.

recently. 

Constant research, analysis ' of 
facts and reporting • by the press 
wield a powerful influence in en- 
couraging integrity. The essential 
purpose of the press — to inform, 
to criticize, and to provide news — 
has recently been displayed to the 
benefit of people both in and out of 
government. 

The Illinois Legislative .Corres- 
pondents Association, is an organi- 
zation of newspapers and news ser- 
vices whose representatives report 
actions of the Illinois General As- 
sembly and the State Government.

It has 
press room space in the capltol 
building near the .legislative halls. 

Five Chicago (newspapers, main- 
tain year around correspondents at 
the capitol press room, as do the 
Associated Press, United Press 
Associations, International News 
Service and various downstate 
newspapers. Through these repre- 
sentatives, the Illinois State govern- 
ment is rated one of the best re- 
ported in the nation. Through the 
integrity of these ■ representatives 
the rock-bottom foundation of a 
free Illinois press is guaranteed. 

There can (never be a substitute 
for the free press. "The newspaper 
is," says Walter Lippmann, "in all 
literalness the 'bible of democracy, 
the book of which a people deter- 
mines its conduct. It is the only 
serious book most people read. It 
is the only book they read every 
day."

"No child under the age of 16 
may legally drive a car in Illinois 
though the purpose for such opera- 
tion ,is instructional," was the 
warning Secretary of State Charles 
Carpentier issued to parents re- 
cently. 

He said that this warning' was due 
to the shocking accident in Joliet 
recently, in which a 14-year-old 
girl lost control of a car she was 
driving, overran a turn, and jumped 
a curbing, fatally injuring a child 
of two." 

.Secretary Carpentier also re- 
minded 4 parents that even those 
children who have- reached the age 
of 16 are not allowed to operate a 
motor vehicle, although accompan- 
ied by an adult, unless they have 
obtained * an instructional permit. 
The only exception .to the 16 year 
age law, according to Secretary 
Carpentier, are certain 15 year olds 
who qualify for a special permit 
after having met stringent require- 
ments. 

He also called attention to the 
fact that parents who knowingly 
allow such illegal operation violate 
both the Driver License Act and 
the Act .Regulating Traffic on High- 
ways. 

Section 42 of the Driver License 
Act provides "no person shall cause, 
authorize, or knowingly permit a 
motor vehicle owned by him or un- 
der his control to be driven upon 
any highway by any person who is 
not authorized . . . or in violation of 
any of the proyiions of the Act." 

Section 140 of the Act Regulating 
Traffic on Highways states:' "It is 
unlawful for the owner, or any 
other- person, employing or other- 
wise directing the driver of any ve- 
hicle to require or knowingly. per- 
mit the operation of such vehicles 
upon a highway in any way con- 
trary to law."

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Post Lauds Lake Co. 
Method ia Selecting 
Citizens for Juries 



The current issue of The' Satur- 
day Evening Post contains on page 
.10 an editorial commenting on the 
jury commission system oft Lake 
County, III. The article points out 
how jurors are selected in- this 
county, and how it is looked upon 
as a civic duty to 'serve on* juries, 
rather than a chore. It cites the 
Lake County' jury commission' as 
one of the leading such groups in 
the nation, setting an example for 
other counties to follow. 

The editorial follows, in part: 
* Jury service is unpopular in most 
places, but .the citizens of Lake 
County, Illinois, and, for that mat- 
ter, most ,of the state's other coun- 
ties, have at least the opportunity 
to! know what jury service involves. 
With greater knowledge has come 
greater willingness to undertake 
this obligation of citizenship! This 
change of attitude grows out of the 
inauguration in 1953 of jury com7 
missions, charged with the job of 
qualifying prospective jurors for 
their tasks. Jury commissions' are 
composed of three members ap- 
pointed by the judges of the coun- 
ty, and are required in all counties 
in Illinois with a population of 
140,000 ' or more. The commission- 
ers interview those who have been 
summoned for jury duty, instruct 
them in court procedure, answer 
questions and dispose of doubts. 
For example, to those. who feel that 
their education is inadequate, the 
jury commission explains that in- 
telligence and integrity are more 
important than formal education; 
Some people are reluctant to sit in 
judgment on another person. They 
are reminded that a juror merely 
says, in effect, "In view of this .evi- 
dence I believe this person did (or 
did not) commit this, act." Those 
who plead indispensability . to their 
employers are asked if they are sure 
they are giving up something more 
important to them, than loss of 
wages might be to a humbler citi- 
zen. Jury service is represented as 
a privilege ' which only a few • can 
enjoy, rather than a chore to be 
handed off to someone .else. 

The jury-commission law. pro- 
vides the mechanics for selecting 
jurors, but the successful applica- 
tion of it rests with the commis- 
sioners, the judges and attorneys of 
the county, and the local press. In 
Lake County the system has the 
wholehearted support of these ele- 
ments, with the result that the 
commissioners are able to lay down 
and . enforce rules of procedure 
which have the respect and co-opr 



eration of the people. The most 
important rule is that mo one — ex- 
cept those exempt by law — whether 
a "big wheel" or a wage earner, is 
excused from service. Since it be- 
came known that all were being 
treated alike, requests to be ex- 
cused" Miave been virtually nonex- 
istent. ' 

r 

, During the three years that the 
jury; commission has been in exist- 
ence in Lake ' County, nearly 3000 
citizens have served on either grand 
or', petit juries. They have thus 
acquired first-hand knowledge of 
qun courts and the problems that are 
involved in law enforcement. Peo- 
ple* who have assumed this respon- 
sibility can be relied Uport to be 
righteously indignant 'when law en- 
forcement breaks down. They have 
hot compromised their right to com-

In a lew weeks the ring of the 
school bell will open a new world 
for many youngsters. What , have 
you done as a parent to prepare

A child is always curious. . He has 
a natural appetite for knowledge.

Help 
your child to understand. Let him 
know that this is a part of going to 
school and the way to gain many 
new friends. Encourage the need 
to get along with others. 

These are a few of the steps you 
should follow, as a parent, to pre- 
pare your child for his start in 
school. However, there is another 
equally important approach. Is 
your youngster ready physically to 
take on the responsibility of learav^ 
ing? Has he had a physical and 
dental examination? 

The child's intellectual capacity 
may be fine, but are you sure that 
his vision is adequate to read the 
letters on the blackboard? And his 
hearing; Can you be certain- that 
he can hear clearly the instruc- 
tions of his teacher? Perhaps you 
have noticed that the youngster 
tires easily, but you attribute the 
fatigue to strenuous activity in 
play. Much better' to have your 
physician check,, so that the lethargy 
does not persist in the classroom. 
Malnutrition is also a cause of 

fatigue. 

Has your • child been; protected 
against the diseases preventable 
through immunization? Some com- 
municable diseases are still with us, 
but why not prevent every one 
you can. 

Dental care is important! Tooth- 
aches from neglected cavities are 
painful. Let your dentist prevent 
your youngster's suffering. 

The whole program of getting the 
child ready for. school is one of in- 
tegration. He must be in good 
physical and emotional health. Cerr 
tainly a thorough physical and 
dental examination, together with 
correction if need be will help him 
adjust to the demands of school 

life. 

By equipping your youngster in 
this fashion, you will contribute to 
the child's whole personality. Give 
your child a basic start in his new 
life. Prepare him wisely for the 
change so that, as he grows, he will 
meet each situation as it arises.

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Warn Farmers to Use 

Caution on Highways 



At least 330 American farmers 
will never live to harvest this year's 
crops because they were careless in 
driving their farm implements onto 
roads end highways, the Chicago 
Motor club reports. 

This is the grim prediction based 
on farm vehicle deaths over the past 
three years. 

Ward H. Cross, chairman of, the 
Illinois Rural Safety Committee, 
commenting on rural accidents, de-. 
clared; 

"Since it is necessary lor farmers 
to use the highways in farming op- 
eration, it seems only practical that 
they Jeel the responsibility for their 
own safety. In practically all cases 
where cars or trucks are involved in 
accidents with tractors or towed im- 
plements, the operator is killed. 
With proper signal flags or lights; 
and obeying the rules of courtesy on 
the highway, these accidents could 
be reduced to practically zero." 

The Motor Club said that of the 
better than one thousand fatal ac- 
cidents involving tractors in the na- 
tion last year, one-third occurred on 
highways. 

These figures pertain only to 
tractor deaths, and can be multiplied 
by the hundreds of ,' t injuries and 
property damage accidents,. Motor 
Club safety experts declared, There 
were 200,000 farmers injured in mo- 
tor vehicle accidents in 1955 due to 
rural traffic accidents involving 
farm implements, which resulted in 
a drain of 21 million dollars on the 
nation's, economy. 

Club officials believe this figure 
is appalling when, one realizes that 
farm implements are on the high- 
ways for a comparatively brief per- 
iod. 

Motor Club records 'show that 
about 5,7.00 farmers were killed in 
1055 in the United States in other 
types of 'vehicle accidents, including 
trucks, wagons and cars. 

An alarming number of farmers 
are victims because they are care- 
less pedestrians, records disclose. 

It is recognized by Club traffic 
experts that farmers ! must depend 
upon farm" vehicles, trucks and wag- 
ons to harvest their, crops and mar- 
ket them. They point out, however, 
that many farm vehicles are heavy 
and slow 'moving. 

These slow-moving vehicles can- 
not hold their own on the highways 
against passenger cars and trucks 
moving 50 miles an hour or more, 
they stress. Therefore they Recom- 
mend that farm vehicles use the 
shoulder of the road as much as pos-; 
sible. It's a bumpier — but safer — 
ride. _ 

When crossing a highway from 
one field- tOi'ah^ther, 'a; two-man 
operation is recommended. 

One 'can drive the vehicle, the saf- 
ety experts say, 'while* 'the ^second 
man stands in. thfe highway to warn 
oncoming traffic and to direct the 
driver of * the farm vehicle.

Enforcement of laws against lit- 
terbugging is difficult because litter- 
bugs are difficult to catch. The Il- 
linois penalty was sharply increased 
•by 'the lost legislature; it is too early 
yet to tell whether any noticeable 
improvement. will result, A. survey 
of the experience of other states 
shows that educational ' campaigns 
are a more effective weapon. The 
Garden Club of Illinois, and local 
Garden Clubs throughout the state, 
are civic groups attempting to per- 
suade motorists to keep highways 
more beautiful by keeping them 
clean. Some states are experimen- 
tally distributing litter bags for use 
in cars and placing litter cans along 
the highways and at filling stations. 
Measures such as these, not , only 
will, make the highway more pleas- 
ing in appearance — they will result 
in more economical government. 

To demonstrate the high cost of 
the litter habit, three dump trucks 
were required to clean a six-mile 



stretch along one Illinois highway, 
after a recent weekend. This is a 
State responsibility on both state 
and federal highways, Thus the 
State of Illinois paid for the trucks 
and for gasoline, maintenance and 
drivers' salaries. ' 

"If messy motorists realize that 
careless habits, are expensive, that 
they themselves pay the clean-up 
bill, their habits should improve," 
the.
